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EARLY DAYS OF THE CIRCUS 
as recalled by Chas, H, White - Old Time Trouper 
Compiled from data sent to the Editors 
by -Leonard Quist = OHS 


This needs must be a story of two men who trouped with the circuses in 
the early days; the story of Father and Son, The father was known as 
"Professor Chas, White ~ The Lion King", who worked for P,T,Barnum in 
the early museums later to be so well known to everyone which were 
operated by the Famous Showman, Mr. White, Sr.,, acted as boss animal 
man for Barnum when the latter went out “under canvas" for the first 
time in 1872, 


Chas. H, White of Fredonia, Kansas, the Son - started to work for his 
Father with the Barnum show in the same year (1872) at the age of four- 
teen, Young White took care of his father's den of two performing 
lions, black leopard and spotted leopard, and the act remained with 
Barnum during the seasons of 1872 and 73, 


The following year 0, H, White was with Barnum's Big Hippodrome Show, 
They took only the elephants, camels and put the greater number of the 
animals in the Central Park, N.Y, They had ten small cages in the 

Bide show, and made only four stands after New York City, namely, Boston, 
Philadelphin, Allagania City (across from Pittsburg) and Baltimore, 

and then went back to the old Madison Square Garden and showed there all 
Winter with two plays entitled "Jack the Giant Killer" and "Bluebeard", 


In the Spring of 1875 the act of White, Sr,, together with 20 cages of 
animals, the largest elephants and two camels went to Detroit where 
they were joined with the show called The Warner, Springer and Hender— 
son Oirczolodian! Animals were rented to them, In the Fall the Whites 
went back to Bridgeport, Conn., quarters. In 1876 the show was called 
the Barnum & Geo, F, Bailey Greatest Show on Earth. O.H.White was with 
that show - along with his father until 1878, The last year mentioned, 
the former rode in the street parade in a den with four 4-year-old 
Asiatic Lions, 


Later that Fall Mr. White, Jr., left the circus and went railroading, 
first as news butcher on the Erie RR; then spent ten years on the Penn, 
Lines and became Oonductor and then to the Burlington Route as Engineer 
for 33 years and was retired in 1920, 


It is also mentioned by Mr, White,that his father, two sisters, his 
step mother were all with the Barnum & Bailey Shows. In later years 
his step mother was Wardrobe Mistress for 35 years, His sister rode 
in races and in menage acts. His brother-in-law was boss prop. man, 


An event never to be forgotten by Chas, White, Jr., and who by the way 
is now "5 years young" and still enjoys a circus about as good as an 
thing in life - is covered by the following reprint from the Rochests 
(N.Y.) Advertiser of July 5th, 1867:- 


A MAN ATTACKED BY -A LION —_A PERFORMANCE NOT_IN THE BILLS 


"Last night, during the performance of Messrs, Thayer & Noyes! Great 
Circus and Gollection of Wild animals, a most frightful accident 
occured, 


At the termination of the circus verformance a huge den containing 
four ferocious lions was dragged into the ring, Mr, Chas, White was 
then introduced, and fearlessly entered the cage and commenced per- 
forming with these brutes, The performance consists of the lions

jumping through hoops, and over barriers, and concluded with Mr.White 
feeding the animals raw meat out of his hands, The performance went 
smoothly along for several minutes when it was observed that one of the 
lions, a vicious looking fellow, seemed loathe to do his part, and 
White commenced punishing him with his whip, This-so enraged the beast 
that he sprang upon Mr, White, felling him to the floor of the cage and 
setting his jaws into his body, as though he intended to eat the fellow 
up. It was very soon noticed that a part of the program was being en- 
acted not advertised in the bills, The canvas was filled to its ut— 
most, many ladies being present, 


Then commenced a scene whioh baffles desoription. The roaring of the 
lions, and the screaming women was more than the stoutest heart could 
stand, Men who braved the danger of the battle field and saw death 
in its every form turned pale and trembled, 


In a few seconds it was noticed that Nero, a noble Lion, rushed forward 
to the rescue of his keeper, and in the meantime Messrs, Thayer & Noyes, 
with their usual presence of mind, with a few of their attaches, rushed 
to the cage armed with bars of iron, axes, and everything that was con 
veniently near, and commenced beating the brute from off its keeper, 


In this they soon succeeded, and Mr. White was taken bleeding from the 
lion's den, and carried to the National Hotel, where he is now lying 
in a very critical situation, 


Dr. Whitbeck was called in to drese Mr. 
there were many, His right shoulder is ad horribly “ietaed ¥ by the 
sharp teeth and ponderous jaws of the excited and furious beast, 


Every attention possible is shown to thie unfortunate gentleman by 
Messrs, Thayer & Noyes, and it is ! d that with good care, and the 
skillful treatment of Dr. Whitbeck, that Mr. White will recover,

the oity, taking these lions to exhibit else as follows:

Ohas, White has a most interesting letterhead as it shows pictures of 

P,T,Barnum at the top - "his first and old boss" — then a out of White 
in the uniform of a National Guardeman of New Jersey (1878-90) at age 

of 21; and a picture at age 35, and another showing him as today. 


Mr, White now lives at Fredonia, Kansas and enjoys and takes in the 
Movies at "every change of the bill", The enclosed photo for CHS 
Members is a good likeness of this retired gentleman of today - ex- 
railroader and ex—trouper of the early days. Mr. White is most inte- 
resting to talk with and he can recall much more than we have space to 
print in this issue of the Bandwagon, 


It might be of interest to note that just recently Leonard Quist CHS 
writes that Mr, White spent four days with him as his guest, and also 
Harry Bownan CHS - and another old time trouper, Murray Guy, also of 
Jeanette, Pa,, was also on hand, My, what circus talk would go on then]

that in my collection of ear riginal r yer circus ads for my 
home town, Guelph, Ont., Oan: lave a large advertisement showing 
that Thayer & Noyes Great Cizous and Menagerie of Trained Animals 
played this town on September 15th, 180%, The ad is a large one and 
very complete in detail and shows a fine old cut of Prof. Chas, White 
amidst his den ofjungle beasts and feeding them from his bare hands 
Mention is also made in the text of the ad regarding the act of White 
- the Lion King. In my possession also I have the original clipping 
from the Roohester paper repvoduced above,

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TERRELL JAOOBS with GILBERT BROS. CIRCUS 
By Arthur Gunther -— CHS 
Terrell Jacobs! whole menagerie and mixed group act of lions and tigers 
besides Dolly Jacobs' horseback-riding lion act and bull act were the 
feature of the short-lived Gilbert Bros., Circus which folded up at 
Hartford, Conn,, on June 26th, exactly one month after its splendid 
opening at Clifton, N.J., on May 26th, 


It was just too bad that it broke up as it was really a very nice out- 
fit and had many fine acts including the Zavatta family of bareback 
riders; The Zoppe troupe on unsupported balancing ladders; Alf.Loyal's 
educated French poodles; Ernie Wiswell's Phunny Phord; Laddie LaMont 

on rolling globe; Jinx Hoagland's high school and jumping horses; 
Torrelli's dog and pony fantasy; the Great Arturo, a high wire artist; 
Wen Hai troupe of Chinese gymnasts; LaTosca, Queen of the Bounding Wire; 
Victor troupe of trapeze artists; and Flordelina, tight-wire artist 
besides the three Jacobs! acts, 


At first the show had a 120 ft. “—< top with two 50-ft. middles 
seating slightly more than 4,500, but svitched to a 90-ft. round top 
with one 40-ft, middle and two. 36-ft, middles at the Hartford stand, 
The menagerie tent was a new &0-ft. top with one 40-ft, middle, Slim 
Kelley's Side Show had a 200 ft, banner line, 


The show was very short of help and it was one of the main reasons of 
its folding up, It had many big truck trailers and was one of the 
largest motorized circuses on the road, 


Terrell Jacobs! equipment travelled on the R.,R. and it arrived at Hart- 
ford late on Monday morning of the 2lst. My day off happened to fall 
on that day so I went to Hartford to greet Jacobs. Seeing that the 
wagons have just arrived and after greeting Terrell I helped with the 
placing of the cage wagons in the menagerie tent and carrying in the 
section of steel arena which was put up in time for Terrell to present 
his mixed group act in the last part of the mattinee program whereas 

it was to be one of the first acts, The act was good, long, thrilling, 
noisy, fast and fighting as ever, Oasaesar and Sheba with their barrell-— 
rolling, rolling over and waltzing stunts were clever, 


There were four bulls as Jacobs! herd has new member, Japinal, weighing 
8,500 pounds. Terrell had just purchase her from the Yorld of Mirth 
Shows which he has Joined for the rest of season, The rest of 
Jacobs! menagerie roster was 2 camels, 2 3, 1 gnu, 1 white deer, 
23 lions with 1 small cub just born on that Monday morning, 5 tigers, 
leopards with 2 small cubs, 2 pumas, 2 kangaroos, 4 monkeys, 2 horses, 
3 mules, 2 ponies, 2 goats and 3 great Danes with 1 pup. Bert Wallace 
was the Superintendent of elephants and assistant to Terrell, 


The Jacobs! equipment looked fine as they all were repainted very nice— 
dy; the steel arena in blue attire and the pedestals in aluminum with 
red tops. There were still the five cage wagons of last year besides 

a new big formerly World of Mirth Shows cage wagon which will be re- 
constructed into a big baggage wagon next year and a grand old cage 
wagon formerly on the old Ls W.Hoffman Shows - as far back as 1889 as 
Mr, Chas. Hunt, owner of the Hunt Bros, circus recalled seeing it then — 
when he was visiting Jacobs one day at Hartford, It was being rebuilt 
and repainted and the white deer will be put into it, Terrell gave me 
one of the pole neck yokes from this old wagon and I will paint it in 
red and gold to hang up on the wall as a tie hanger, 


Terrell had another splendid wagon; an arena baggage wagon formerly a 
Ringling heavy flat wagon with fine 16.-spoke wheels used to oarry 
Goliath, the huge sea-elephant around the hippodrome track bask in 
1929. He had sides built on it and repainted it very nicely. Another 
piece of 6guipment was the big bukl truok trailer which travelled over. 
land and carried property. 


The show had three small mishaps during the route from Olifton,N,J.,t9 
Hartford; the first one was at Newerk when several of the bulls brcke 
into a brief runaway; the next one being at Elizabeth, N.J., when six 
lions esoaped from one of the cage wagons only to be éa ptured shortly 
afterward and the last one at Bridgeport, Conn., when three boys star 
ted a small fire on to the menagerie tent wall but it was quickly 
extinguished, 
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BLOWDOWN STRIKES TERRELL JACOBS on WORLD OF MIRTH SHOWS 


Following the closing of the Gilbert Bros., Circus, the Terrell Jacobs 
Wild Animal Circus joined the World of Mirth Carnival for the 

ef the season, At Lewiston, Maine, a small tornado struck the show, 
and the Jacobs’ equipment suffered severe damage, although animals for- 
tunately escaped injury. One large cage containing Queenie, lioness 
and her cub was overturned, and the cub thrown clear of the wagon but 
was picked up and returned to the cage unharmed. CHS Larry Butler of 
Augusta, Me,, was in attendance at the time of the storm and writes 
that in spite of this disaster, Terrell Jacobs still found time to chat 
with him and offered him the privilege of taking any photos he wished, 
All CHS will certainly: join in wishing the Jacobs' the best of luck 

for the baiance of the season,

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Program for Buffalo Bill Show - Season 1895

for Buffalo, The first section of the circus train reached Dunkir} 
sohedule time, but three other sections following a Valley branch 

were halted for three hours near Lily Dale beoause a freight cax 
derailed early this morning, It took three hours to get the trac 
Cleared before the other cirous train sections could proceed on their 
trip, The last seotion reached here at 9:30 this morning and it was 
some time before all were transferred to the main line ",
